The Aberhart Government has three 
to go, unless an election is brought on in the 
meantime by high-pressure agitation and it 
thereby obtains an extension of time. At the 
end of its term, one of two things will have hap- 
pened, almost inevitably. Either the Govern- 
ment will have made good its undertaking and 
will be paying the dividends; or the Social Credit 
movement will have collapsed. 

The late Mr. Fitzsimmons was right: “The 
bigger they are the harder they fall.” The very 
proportions of the expectations aroused and the 
promises given will react to destroy the Gov- 
ernment unless these are fulfilled. And if the 
Government falls because it cannot make good, 
then in the language of Mr. Low “The jig will 
be up.” and the Social Credit theory will be 
discredited and disproved in the minds of its 
present believers. 

Meantime there isn’t much that opposition 
parties can do about it—except to avoid anything 
in the way of compromising their own positions 
and purposes. This they would do beyond any 
question if they joined in any sort ot alliance 
that was or seemedto be engineered by financial 
interests. To the Liberal party that would be 
fatal, for it is to the Liberal party the public 
must turn for leadership if and when the Social 
Credit experiment fails. 

The demand for monetary reform originated 
with the Liberal party, and stands for all to read 
in its written platform. That demand is older 
than the present Government and the movement 
it represents. There must be no compromising 
that plank, if the party is not to go bankrupt and 
lose all claim to public confidence. For as surely 
as realities remain when dreams have passed, 
the day for carrying that practical and prac- 
ticable program into action is coming

AGREEMENT BETTER THAN WAR 


While the Japanese and Chinese armies in- 
tensify their efforts to destroy one another their 
respective governments continue to maintain 
friendly diplomatic relations. War has not been 
declared by either side, neutral supply ships 
cannot be halted and any naval blockade has to 
be confined to the shipping of the other “bel- 
ligerent.” It is suggested that a local dispute at 
Tsingtao over the killing of a Japanese subject 
is nearing a settlement 

On the surface it appears that Japan and 
China have taken an irretrievable step and must 
fight on until one or the other yields because of 
military or economic exhaustion. But the pa- 
tience and ability to compromise of oriental 
peoples surpasses anything imaginable to occi- 
dentals. Japan realizes now that China is solidly 
opposed to any surrender that would reduce her 
to the level of a vassal state or deprive her of 
control over the five provinces of North China. 
She knows that the Chinese have developed for- 
midable military strength that Japan could 
destroy only at a cost in money and manpower 
that her people would deplore. And she knows 
that her bullying tactics do not command the 
united approval of her own people and are es- 
tranging her from her best friends abroad 

The voice of criticism timidly raised in Tokyo 
and the action of the Japanese government in 
sending Hachiro Arita to China on a diplomatic 
mission suggest that it may still be possible to 
halt the insensate slaughter at Shanghai and in 
Hopei province and arrange an amicable settle- 
ment that would be of mutual advantage. Arita 
is a former ambassador to China and is in the 
confidence of many Chinese leaders. It would 
be beyond his power to persuade the Chinese 
republic to overthrow the Chiang Kai-Shek 
regime or to tolerate a Japanese puppet state 
north of the Yellow river. But it should be 
possible to draw up an agreement under which 
these two great neighboring countries would co- 
operate in North China on a self-respecting 
basis. If Japan reaches for more than that she 
may forfeit the substance for the shadow and 
involve herself in disaster. Her statesmen have 
been guilty of terrible bungling, but they are 
offered one more chance of saving their country 
by a policy of enlightenment.—Toronto Star. 


REVENUE AND TAXATION 

In the past year or two federal revenue has 
been growing steadily while expenditures have 
been kept down. The result is that Ottawa is 
beginning to hope for a balanced budget by the 
end of the fiscal year 

The financial statement the fiscal year 
ending March, 1937, shows in that year revenue 
increased by $73,000,000 whereas ordinary ex- 
penditures were higher by only $15,000,000 

In the first four months of the present fiscal 
year revenue has gone up by about $40,000,000 
more than last year whereas expenditures are 
down. At the same rate a surplus should be 
possible at the end of the year. But owing to 
drouth it is probable the rate of increase in 
federal revenue will decline slightly and ex- 
penditures be higher than would otherwise be 
the case. 

A balancing of the budget would be, of course, 
a mark of vastly improved business conditions 
and it would be no small achievement for Hor 
Charles Dunning who, when he took over the 
treasury found spending running about $150,000,- 
000 higher than income. It would stop the steady 
increase in the debt, the interest on 
which now amounts to something more than 25 
per cent of all revenue. It would put a damper 
on the railway amalgamationists who have point- 
r years to deficits. But most im-

In Gilbert and Sullivan's “Pirates of Penz- 
ance” the Pirate King sings: 

“And it is, it is a glorious thing 
To be a Pirate King...” 

But that isn’t the way Mussolini feels about 
it. It's one thing to grin when news comes that 
pirate subs are sinking tankers in the Mediter- 
ranean and chancing shots at British destroyers 
on patrol. It's quite another thing when destroy- 
ers drop depth charges and a battery in Cartha- 
gena sinks a pirate sub. 

On the heels of the above comes an uncon- 
firmed story that the battleship Malaya has cap- 
tured a sub, and taken her crew prisoners, after 
it had sunk a Russian tanker. That the British 
Admiralty declines to confirm the story isn’t sur- 
prising to those who know the habits of the 
“silent navy” and the exigencies of current 
European politics. 

The sub (or subs) engaged in piratical work, 
is described as of Italian type of seven years ago, 
with name and number painted out. Since the 
piracy hunt started, Italy has let it be discreetly 
hinted in several capitals that some time ago she 
sold some of her subs to “another power.” Noth- 
ing is to be gained at this stage by bringing home 
to the guilty power the proofs of her guilt. The 
sub sunk off Cathagena will probably be allowed 
to rest there; that captured by the Malaya—if 
such there be—will probably be kept from con- 
fronting its lawful owner. 

Italy stayed away from the Nyon conference, 
professing to feel piqued at Russian assertions 
of proof that Italy was owner of the pirate subs. 
Now Mussolini feels angry that the Conference 
allotted to Italy only the patrol of the Tyrrhenian 
Sea—lItaly'’s west coast. Mussolini would much 
have preferred that Italy be given patrol of the 
Aegean Sea. Gilbert to the contrary, it is no 
longer a glorious thing to be a Pirate King. 


Japan is another Fascist country that has 
“lost face” through its breach of the customs of 
civilized warfare. While it has scored in the 
killing of non-combatants and in the destruction 
of industrial property, it has failed to accomp- 
lish its military objectives. The three-day land- 
ing of armies has stretched out into three weeks; 
the three weeks victory that was planned seems 
settled down now to become a three year war, 
with the outlook less hopeful for the invaders as 
the war continues. 

While most destruction to the lives and homes 
of Chinese and other non-combatants has been 
accomplished through Japanese bombings, the 
Chinese seem to have attained more military 
objectives in the air than has the Japanese air 
fleets. This is the more surprising because China 
was believed to be weak in the air, though her 
pilots show greater natural aptitude for aerial 
fighting than do the Japanese. 

For the 17 days from August 14 to August 31, 
Japan is said to have lost 61 war planes and had 
11 damaged in the provinces of Chekiang, Kiegsu 
and Anhwei—not including 16 Japanese planes 
that are said to have fallen at sea through being 
kept in the air too long and ordered back to 
Japan with insufficient fuel in their tanks. Since 
then another seventeen days have taken toll. 

Of the 61 Japanese war planes downed, ac- 
cording to the report of the aeronautical affairs 
commission of the Nanking government, 29 
planes were heavy bombers, 24 were light bomb- 
ers, five were pursuit and three were seaplanes. 

Forty-eight of the planes belonged to Japan's 
highly praised North Formosa air fleet. The 
bodies of 81 Japanese airmen killed in the crashes 
have been recovered and buried, says the report, 
and 1] Japanese pilots taken alive are being held 
as prisoners.

Instead of having to go to the expense 
and humbug of having the British and French 
navies keep munitions from reaching a govern- 
ment under a “non-intervention” plea, while the 
Fascist powers ship guns, tanks, bombers and 
men to the rebels and kill over a prolonged 
period, with 150 million pounds of TNT a day

A Day in Canadian History 


By FRED WILLIAMS 

This is the anniversary of the 
meeting of the first parliarnent in 
what is now Ontario. It was on 
September 17, 1792, that Governor 
Simcoe met the initial Council and 
Assembly of Upper Canada. “No 
matter if the place of meeting wa 
a plain structure, made roughly of 
wood, and if in the upper house 
there were only nine members and 
in the lower only 16. Simcoe had 
brought into being the first par- 
liament in the whole region of the 
St. Lawrence and the Great Lakes 
the first Legislature of Lower Can- 
ada did not meet until December. 
Simcoe was determined that Upper 
Canada should be English and 
Protestant. Not only had he given 
English names to localities and 
rivers and lakes, but his “opening” 
was a parelle! to that of the Mother 
of Parliaments at Westminster. As 
Professor Wrong has said: “Canncen 
roared in salute; a guard, elaborate 
in equipment, for the red coat and 
braid and plumes went everywhere 
with the British army, escorted 
Simcoe; he entered the chamber 
with stately pomp and made to the 
two houses, summoned to his pres- 
ence, a speech from the Throne on 
the exact model of Westminster.” 

For some years the tiny Parlia- 
ment of Upper Canada held its ses- 
sions in what was only a shed at 
the barracks. At the opening of one 
session only two members of the 
upper house and five of the lower 
attended, but Simcoe carried on 
just as if every member was on 
hand. He was a stickler for every- 
thing being done as it was in 
England, even to the French phras 
with which royal assent is given to 
the supply bill. That was the only 
Frencn chad Simcoe permitted. 
One of his first actions in his first 
legislature was to make it clear 
that French law had no sway in 
Upper Canada, nor that any priest 
should collect his tithe. He did not 
foresee that within 30 years after 
his departure the first Bishop of 
Upper Canada would be a Roman 
Catholic ‘Alexander Macdonell), 
16 years before the Church of Eng- 
land in Upper Canada was given its 
first Bishop (Strachan in 1839),
